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The War Department bill to p'rovide 


lor temporarily increasing the military 
establishing in time of war was sent last 
Tuesday to Oliatrman Hull, of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, and 
Senator Uawley, the chairman of the 
Military Committee of the Senate, where 
|U6 latter immediately introduced it. 


The measuie was piepared undur the 


immediate supervision of Assistant Sec- 
tetaiy Meiklejohn, after a thorough and 
careful study of the best interests of the 
service. In transmitting the bill to C'on- 
Kress a request was made ior favorable 
cousidetation, and in view of the exigen- 
cies of the situation speedy aclion is ex- 
pected. 


IfBATURKS OF THE BILL. 


Under the bill's piovisions, in time of 


war the anny is tocousistof two branch- 
es, the regular anil the volunleer army, 
(be latter to be maintained buly (luring 
tlie existence of war or while war is im- 
minent, and to be raised and organized 
only after Congress authorizes it. All 
enlistments for tlie volunteer army are 
to be for three years, unless sooner ter- 
minated. All the regimental and com- 
pany ollicers or the volunteer army are 
to be appointed by the President, upon 
the recommendations oj the Governors 
of the States in which their respective or- 
ganizations are raised. 


Concerning the National Guard, it is 


pioviJed i.hat when the members of any 
company or regiment of the organized 
militia shall enlist in the volunteer army 
in a bndy, as such company or lep-iment, 
the regimental and company officers in 
•service with the aulitu organization thus 
"Dilating may be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, subject to an examination as to 
litness and capacity, to be officers of cor- 
responding grades in the samo organiza- 
tion when it is received in the service as 
i part of the volunteer army. 


The troops in time of war, whether be- 


longing to the regular or volunteer army 
n to the militia, are to be organized into 
livisiona of three brigades, each brigade 
to be composed of three or mote regl- 
uients, and when three or more divisions 
ire assembled in the same army the Pres- 
ident, is to organize them into army corps, 
eacb corps to consist of not more than 
three divisions. The President ia to ap- 
point in the volunteer army not exceed- 
ing one major general for each organized 
irrny corps ajd divisions, and one briga- 
dier general for each brigade, to be se- 
lected from the regular or volunteer 
,trmy or the militia.

Following are the provisions of the bill 


in full: 


A bill to provide for temporarily in- 


creasing the military estabhshmfnt of 
tbe United States in time of war, and 
for other purposes 


J3e it enacted, ftc., that all able-bodied 


male citizens of the United States, and 
persons ot foreign birth who shall have 
declared their intention to become citi- 
zens of the United States, under and in 
pursuance of the laws thereof, between 
the ages of 18 and -15 years, are hereby 
declared to constitute the national forces- 
.ind, with such exceptions and tinder such 
conditions as may be prescribed by law, 
ahull be liable to perform military duty 
in the service of the United States. 


Section 2 That tbe organized and ac- 


tive land forces of the United States 
shall consist of the army of the United 
States, and of the militia of the several 
States when called into the service of the 
United States: Provided, That, in time

SPAIN MUST GO. 


Joint Resolutions Adopted by Congress Authorizing 


the Expulsion of the Spanish from. Cuba. 


Joint resolutions for the recognition of the independ- 


ence of the people and Republic of Cuba, demanding 
that the Government of Spain relinquish its authority 
and government in the Island of Cuba, and withdraw 
its land and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and directing the President of the United States to use 
the land and naval forces of the United States to carry 
these resolutions into effect: 


Whereas, The abhorrent conditions which have ex- 


isted for more than three years in the Island of Cuba, 
so near our own borders, have shocked the moral sense 
of the people of the United States, have been a dis- 
grace to Christian civilization, culminating, as they have, 
in the destruction of a United States battleship, with 
tu-o hundred and sixty-six of its officers and crew, while 
on a friendly visit in the harbor of Havana, and cannot 
longer be endured, as has been set forth by the Presi- 
dent of the United States in his Message to Congress 
of April n, 1898, upon which the action of Congress 
was invited; therefore, 


Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representa- 


tives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled. 


First—That the people of the Island of Cuba are, and 


of right ought to be, free and independent 


Second—That it is the duty of the United States to 


demand, and the Government of the United States does 
hereby demand, that the Government of Spain at once 
relinquish its authority and government in the Island of 
Cuba, and withdraw its land and naval forces from Cu- 
ba and Cuban waters. 


Third—That the President of the United States be, 


and he hereby is, directed and empowered to use the 
entire land and naval forces of the United States, and 
to call into the actual service of the United States the 
militia of the several States, to such extent as may be 
necessary to carry these resolutions into effect. 


Fourth—That the United States hereby disclaims any 


disposition or intention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion or control over said Island except for the pacifica- 
tion thereof; and asserts its determination when that is 
accomplished to leave the government and control of 
the Island to its people.

the permanent military establishment 
which is maintained, both in peace and 
war, according to law. 


Section 4. That the volunteer army 


shall be maintained only during the ex- 
istence of war, or while war is itnn:inent, 
and ahall be raised and organized, as in 
this act provided, only after Congress 
shall have autbomed the President to 
raise such a force : Provided, That all 
enlistments for the volunteer aimy shall 
be tor a term of three years, unless 
sooner teimiuated ; and that all officers 
and men composing said, army shall be 
discharged from the service of the Unit- 
ad States when the puipose for which 
they were called into service shall have 
been accomplished, or on the conclusion 
of hostilities. 


RAISING- A YOI/UVN'TEEK ATUIY. 


Section 5. That when it becomes nec- 


essary to raise a volunteer army, the 
President shall issue his proclamation, 
stating the number of men desired, wilh- 
in such limits as may be fixed by law, 
and the Secretary of War shall prescribe 
such rules and regulations, not incon- 
sistent with the terms of this act, as 
may, in his judgment, be necessary for 
the purpose ol examining, organizing and 
receiving into service the men called for ; 
pi'6vided, that all men received into ser- 
vice in the volunteer army shall, as far 
as feasible, be taken from the several 
States and Territories, and the District 
of Columbia in proportion to tieir popu- 
lat'on. 


Section 6. That the volunteer army 


andn.be militia of the States, when sailed 
into the service of the United States, 
shall be organized under, and shall be 
subject to the laws, orders and regula- 
tions governing the regular army; pro 
vided, that each regiment of the volun- 
teer army shall have one surgeon and one 
assistant surgeon, and that all the regi- 
mental and company officers shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, upon tbe rec- 
ommendations of tbe Governors of the 
States in which their respective organiza- 
tions are raised, subject to such an ex- 
amination as to fitness and capacity as 
the President may prescribe.

Such is the place at which tbev 
apply who wish to serve their countr 
fot $13 a month. 


It is a very busy place at present. No 


infrequently 200 men apply there in 
single day, of whom, perhaps, a done 
are accepted as soldiers and become th 
approved property of Uncle Sam after i 
is certified that they are good bits of ma 
uhinery. At 6 o'clock in the rnornin 
the corporal of the ledger is at his desk 
and two hours later the typewriter i 
clicking, the other corporal is waiting fo 
business, the sergeant is in his place, an 
tbe otftce is open for the day's work o 
transforming raw material into army 
Not uncommonly the raw material i 
waiting about the entrance for opera 
tions to begin, and as the sign, "Offic 
Open," goes up on the door they shullle 
saunter, tramp and march in. The firs 
to come in is, perhaps, a respectable 
looking fellow with his coat buttoned s 
tightly around his neck as to suggest an 
absence of collar to his shirt. Tbe ser 
geant beckons to him and be walks ove 
to tbe desk. 


"Do you want to enlist V" 
"Yes, 
sir." 


"How old are you ?" 
"Twenty-eight." 
"H'm ; you look more. Can you bring 


proof of you age ?" 


"I was born here. They told me" I 


could get proof at the City Hall." 


"Have you got any references ?" 
"No. 
I didn't think of that." 


"Come back here to-morrow with ref 


ere'nces for the last six mouths." 


That terminates the interview. Three 


out of four of the applicants forget to 
bring references, or exhibit surprise at 
learning that the nation requires certifi- 
cates of good character of its employees 
just as any other employer does.

"We'll re- 
member you when you come back in Oc- 
tober." 


'•War'll be all over by then," mutters 


tbe applicant discoutenledly as lie leaves 
tbe place. 


Forward marches a short man with an 


intelligent face and an alert manner. 


"What's your height ?" asks the ser- 


geant. 


"About five feet four inches. I ain't 


very big," adds the roan earnestly, "but 
I'm strong and quick, and I can stand 
more'n most big men." 


"I'm 
afraid you're under the height. 


Are you five feet four as you stand or in 
your bare feet ?" 


.''As I stand." 
"Can't take you, then. That's the re-' 


quired height, and your shoes add half an 
inch." 


"Don't I wish they did I" exclaims th

One 
man comes from the recruiting office in 
Jersey City, and is rejected after medical 
examination because his toes are crooked. 


"A feller don't have to flre a gun with 


his feec, does be i"' he grumbles as he 
paddles down stairs. 


Only here and there is found a man 


who is up to Uncle Sam's standard. 
After he ia pronounced fit by the sur- 
geon he signs the enlistment papers and 
is thenceforth tbe property of the Gov- 
ernment. 
He goes to Fort Slocum, 


David's Island, to be made into a soldier, 
and from there he goes whither the 
powers that be may move him, a pawn 
of influitesimal importance and infinite 
possibilities in the game of war.— New 
York Sun,

cleverestof scoundrels. A man will plan 
out a crime with the utmost subtlety 
and ingenuity, providing for well-nigh 
every contingency, aud altogether show- 
ing himself to be a Napoleon of crimi- 
nality ; but all tbe same, by sheer care- 
essness or want of foresight, he will 
leave one glaring obvious cl'iw which 
brings hie house of cards to the ground 
and delivers him into the clutches of the 
law. 
It is the history of such d scheme, 


ruined by uuch an oveidight, that I will 
set down in the lines that follow : 


One morning I was instructed by Diy 


chief at headquarteis to go lo the ollice 
of Mr. John I'ennythorpe. in Golden 
Square, to inquire into a forgery case. I 
at once took my steps to the ollice ii.im- 
ed, and after a short delay was shown 
into Mr. Pennythorpe's room.

Pigpatchea from Key West state thatnp

-chooner Mathilda. The fir.-t was taken 
by the Detroit, the second by the Helena, 
the third by the New York, the fourth by 
the Nashville and the fifth by the I'orter. 
The Spanish steamer Satuming was takon 
prisoner at Ship Island, Miss., by the 
revenue cutter Wiuoiia. 


The ewitt cruisers Minneapolis and Co-

The Blockade. 


The blockade of Havana, the first act of 


the v*ar between Spain and the United 
States, began last Friday. 


Admiral Sampson's fleet left Key West 


early in the morning, the ships Retting un- 
der way between 7 and 8 o'clock. At 5 
o'clock in the afternoon a definite report 
from Morro Castle confirmed the current 
belief in Havana that the American war- 
ships were beginning the blockade. 


Later the ships were seen moving on the 


city from the westward. It was believed 
iu Havana that an attack would be made 
at daybieak. 
Orderlies were rushing 


through the etieata shouting the call to 
arms. 
Captain-General Blanco left his 


palace and is making his headquarters at 
a battery. 


Havana has been put under martial law, 
President McKintey issued a proclama- 


tion declaring a blockade of the northern 
coast of Cuba between Cordenaa and Bahia 
Honda, and of the port of Cienfuegos on 
the southern coast. Cardenas is in Matan- 
xaa Province, and liahia Honda is in Pinar 
del liio." The selection of the northern 
coast covered by the blockade is about 
one-fifth of its entire extent. 


l^IltST SHOT fflKKD. 


The first shots of the war were fired 


about an hour after the fleet had left Key 
West for Cuba.

SHARKS IN PKTZU 31ONKY. 


The methods of proceedure in the Unit- 


ed States with regard to a vessel captured 
by a warship are prescribed in the prize 
act paaaed in June HO, 3804, and since in- 
corporated, with amendments, into the 
federal statutes. 


The captor is required by this law to 


send the captured vessel to a near port, 
preferably a TJoited States port, but allow- 
ably a neutral port. 
If to a United States 


port, the vessel is taken in charge by the 
Federal District Court, and there are judic- 
ial proceedings in admiralty, the idea be- 
ing to determine judicially whether the 
capture was lawful. 
Jf it is so decided the 


vessel and cargo are condemned and order- 
ed to be sold and the money turned into 
the United States treasury aa prize money. 


The proceeds of the sale are entirely 


given to the captor if the vessel is of su- 
perior B\'£Q or force, while only one-half is 
given if the capture was of inferior force, 
the United States getting the other half. 


The sum which goes to the warship is 


distributed according to the following 
rules : Commanding officer of a fleet, one 
twentieth ; commanding officer of the di- 
vision of the fleet to which the captor be- 
longed, one-fiftieth; fleet captain, one- 
hundredth ; commander of the vessel, one- 
tenth, while the junior officers and men 
divide the residue in proportion to their 


DIS'DIARATION Of WAH. 


Congress yesterday formally declared

The State Department on Friday ad- 


dressed an identical note to all tho repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations accredited to 
Washington, notifying them of the policy 
to be pursued by this government in re- 
gard to privateering and neutrality. This 
was followed by the sending of cable roes- 
sages to all American embassies and lega- 
tions abroad containing the same informa- 
tion in a little more succinct form for 
presentation to the governments to which 
they are accredited. 


In brief the note declares that this gov- 


ernment will not resort to privateering ; 
that the enemy's goods in neutral vessels, 
except contraband, are exempt from aeix- 
ure ; that neutral goods not contraband 
under the enemy's flag are safe from seiz- 
ure, and that blockades to bo binding 
must be effective. These are the princi- 
ples laid down in the agreement of Paris 
in IS.36.

chronic bronchitis, which was the cause of 
his death. Hie age waa 75 years. 


Dr. Miller waa born in Woodstock, Va. 


Dec. 30, 1822. 
In 1845 he entered Mar- 


shal College, at Mercersburg, Pa., from 
which he graduated aa valedictorian of his 
class in 18-18. Immediately after gradua- 
tion he entered the theological seminary 
at Mercersburg, finishing Lis course in 
theology and philosophy in 1850. He re- 
ceived his first call to the Reformed church 
at Winchester, Va., as a missionary and 
remained its pastor until January 1st, 1858, 
when he received a call to the "First lie- 
formed Church," of York, which title was 
changed eome years after to that of "Trin 
ity First Reformed Church."

a century, and was chairman of its com- 
mittee on instruction 
He was also presi- 


dent of the Board of Home Missions of the 
Reformed church in the United States and 
served with distinction in the year 1S71 
and 1873, and in the year 1893'as presi- 
dent of the Synod of the Reformed church 
in the United States. In 1870 he received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from Franklin and Marshall College, in 
recognition of edicient services in behalf of 
Christian progress, and well-known literary 
attainments. 


For nearly 2C years he was the Chaplain 


of the York Fire Department, and his 
funeral on Thursday, one ol the largest in 
that place, was attended by City officials 
and representatives of all the Companies 
as well as bis host of devoted friends.

CROWING SWEET POTATOES. 


The popular opinion is that sweet po- 


tatoes can be grown at a profit, and of a 
good quality on sandy land. This is a 
mistake, for I have grown uniformly 
profitable crops for over forty years past 
on c!ay upland, and the stiftest clay spots 
give the largest and beat shaped tubers. 
1 have no sandy soil, says Waldo Brown, 
m Commercial Gazette, but have some 
biack loamy land, and do uot get as good 
tubers on it as on the clay. It is proba- 
ble that sweet potatoes grown on a sandy 
laud are drier than those grown on clay, 
but I do not think them sweeter, and the 
quality of the sweet potato depends 
more on the method of curing than on 
tiie soil on which it is grown. The right 
preparation of the soil is an important 
laj'or in the prolit of the crop. The 
Jaud should be plowed early if it is weedy, 
and as boon as the jweeds_show, work it 
so as to kill them. 


With the .land plowed in April, and 


harrowed at the right time after each 
jain, which is just when.the laud will 
crumble without packing, and when the 
weeds are just visible, a clean, tine seed- 
bed can be made by the time the plants 
should be set out, which is when the 
we,itner is settled and warm, and the 
land has lost its chilliness; this is rarely 
earlier in this latitude than the last week 
m ilay. We consider the first half of 
June seasonable, and we often set out as 
late as June £5, and get a good crop. 
Most lartueis put twice as much earth 
into the ridges as tiiey should, and in- 
jure both quality audyiold by so doing. 
\V'e make our ridges thirty-ttree inches 
apart Irom center to center, and leave a 
small ridge of mellow earth between 
them. The ridges are made with a two- 
horse corn cultivator, using tie bar- 
shears reversed, so as to turn two fur- 
rows together. 
Throw the furrows to- 


gether so as to make a sharp ridge about 
Ian niches high and twelve inches wide 
at the base. You will grow more and 
better potatoes in each ridge when you 
make six to the rod than if you use the 
two-horse plow and put all the earth 
from a rod into four ridges. There are 
several reasons for this. .First, if a large 
ridge settles down when wet and gets 
hard you can not mellow it again, but 
the cultivator can be run so as to loosen 
the sides of small ridgea, and then the 
earth can be worked back again. Sec- 
ond, the most salable potatoes are those 
short and thick, and grown on small 
ridges the tubers soon reach the hard 
ground and stop growing longer, and 
make just the shape desired. Third the 
sweet potato, being a tropical plant, 
wants plenty of heat, and the small 
ridge soon heats through. Fourth, as 
the potatoes multiply in the hill they 
crowd each other and will grow larger 
and better shaped if the ridge cracks and 
expands, and this the small ridge will do. 


We set the plants quite deep, and then 


with the hands draw the loose earth up 
to it so as to leave only the green part 
above ground. This may seem a small 
matter, but there is no one thing more 
important in connection with transplan- 
ting and it applies to other plants as well 
as to sweet potatoes. The cultivation of 
sweet potatoes is not difficult, but no 
rule can be laid down as to how many 
times they must be worked, as tbis de- 
pends almost entirely on the weather, 
but attention to one rule will save a 
great amount of labor, and that is to 
always work as soon after a hard rain as 
the laud is dry enough. 


In favorable seasons the work of culti- 


vation is light, but when tbere are fre- 
quent rains it makes extra work, for it 
is not safe to neglect to break tbe crust 
after each of them. As soon as the vines 
cover the ground well there is no further 
need of cultivation, and the laud will be 
so shaded that the weeds will not bother 
much. We do not think it necessary 01 
profitable to prevent the vines from root- 
ing between the rows. It would be well- 
nigh impossible to do tins iu a wet season, 
and I doubt if it would add a bushel pei 
iicrc to the yield.

REMEDY FOB POTATO SCAB. 


Scab of potato is caused by a fungus 


plant workiag in the surface of the po- 
tttto. The germs of it are very abundant 
and live for many yeara in tbe aoil and 
also over winter on the potatoes. If 
these germa are fed to stock, they un- 
doubtedly grow in the manure, and the 
use of such manure may often be the 
cause of infection. Also, they may be 
spread ill the soil by natural drainage, 
and land receiving the drainage from in- 
fested Qelds may become infested with 
the disease without ever having potatoes 
on them. Scabby seed potatoes when 
planted on new or old potato land will 
generally produce a scabby crop, but the 
amount of the disease will generally be 
much more on the old land than the new, 
Perfectly clean seed potatoes planted on 
land which is free from the scab fungus 
will always, and in any season, produce 
a crop of smooth, clean potatoes, no mat- 
ter what may be the character of the soil; 
but apparently clean seed potatoes may 
have the germs of the scab fungus on 
their surface. This is often the case 
where they have been sorted out frotn a 
lot that is somewhat infected with seub. 
In this latter case the tubers should, at 
least, be thoroughly washed in running 
water to remove any germs that may he 
present or, what is better yet, be Ireated 
with corrosive sublimate (mercuric bi- 
chloride) as recommended below. Land 
infected by the germs of potato scab will 
produce a more or less scabby crop, no 
matter how clean and smooth the seed 
used. Scabby potatoes should be dug as 
soon as mature, since the scab fungus 
continues to grow on the potatoes as 
long as they are in the ground. Scabby 
potatoes may safely be used for seed, 
providing they are first treated with cor- 
rosive sublimate as follows : Procure 
from a druggist two ounces of powdered 
corrosive sublimate (merchuric bichlo- 
ride) ; put this into two gallons of hot 
water in a wooden or earthenware vessel 
and allow it to stand until dissolved. 
1'lace thirteen gallons o£ water in a clean 
barrel, pour in the solution o£ corrosive 
sublimate and allow it to stand two or 
three hours, with frequent stirrings in 
order to have the solution uniform. Se- 
lect potatoes as nearly free from scab as 
can be obtained ; put the seed potatoes 
into bags, either before or after cutting 
them, and then dip them into corrosive 
sublimate solution and allow them to 
stay in it for an houraud a half. If seed 
potatoes are treated in this way and then 
planted on land free from scab, the re- 
hultant crop will seldom be seriously in- 
jured by scab. The expense of this 
treatment, including labor, should not 
exceed one dollar per acre. — Prairie

A GOOD garden fertili/.ar, atnjijeited 


by the Xew -Teraey Experiment Station, 
consists of 200 pounds each of nitrate ol 
soda, dried blood and tankage (making 
(>(HI pounds); muriate of potash, 100 
pounds, and phosphate, 1000 pounds. It 
will then contain, about four per cent, of 
nitrogen, nine per cent, of available 
phosphoric acid and ten per cent, of pot- 
ash. It makes one ton of fertilizer and 
may be used in any quantity preferred. 


IF the wheat looks weak broadcast 100 


pounds of nitrate of soda per acre over 
it, a change iu ita appearance will be 
noticed in a few days after the first rain 
comes from tioje of sowing. The wheat 
jilacts will become green and make rapid 
growth. The cost of the fertilizers will 
bo about $- oO, but it will increase the 
yield of grain and straw more than to 
repay for its use. 


THOSK who grow asparagus by level 


culture object to the woik of cutting tbe 
shoots. The proper way ia to hill up the 
rows SO inches high, so as not to be com- 
pelled to bend the body low in cutting. 
If the shoots are cut just as the tips are 
appearing through the ground they will 
be tender from the ends to the butts. 


EVKKGUEEX hedges are ornamental 


and useful. The desire to secure a quick 
hedge induces close setting ot the plants, 
•which causes them to crowd in after 
yeara as well as struggle for plant food. 
Give plenty of room at flrat, allowing 
net less than a yard of space between 
plants, as they will fill the spaca as they 
advance in growth. 
The enemy of 


hedges is tbe basket worm, and the 
"baskets" should be picked off and 
burned. They are really cocoons and 
can be easily found. Spray the hedge 
with Paris green two or three times dur- 
ing the season. 


As a result of trials at the Xew Jersey 


station, Kortuern-grown-seed potatoes 
produced 2S 42 bushels less per acre in 
total crop of 'large and small potatoes 
than was produced in the crop from 
Lome-grown seed, but the excess in the 
crop from home-grown seed consisted of 
small tubers of three ounces or less in 
•weight. The percentage of large tubers, 
Iwtb by numbers and weight, was great- 
er in the case of the Ts'ortuern-growii 
seed. 


If a garden is made on sandy aoil, es- 


pecially in a section where nearly all the 
soil is sandy, the use of air-slacked lime 
will be found beneficial, as such soils are 
deficient in lime. Gas lime will not serve 
as a substitute for stone lime, but shell 
lime Is excellent, however, though the 
use of atone lime should be preferred. 
The cost ia small compared with the 
benefits derived.
